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New tech 
lab system 
due in ‘93

The purchase of a 21st cen- 
tury style $139,362 Trans-Tech 
Lab 2000 unit-that will offer 
Romulus Junior High School 
students a greater scope of self 
learning in technology fields- 
has been approved by mem- 
bers of the Romulus Commu- 
nity School Board. 

The purchase, recom- 
mended by Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. William Bedell, 
will include 15 work stations, 
with two students possibly 
working at each site. Bedell 
said he feels it will be a tre- 
mendous motivational tool for 
junior high school students 
and could help spur studies 
and test scores in one of the 
chronic problem areas in the 
school district-the transient 
student, that is one who 
spends less than three years in 
the district. 

“We will be the first school 
district in Michigan to get the 
system,” explained John Ju 
riga, a vocational education in- 
structor at the school. 

The lab system -coupled 
with the physical changes cur- 
rently under way at the 
school-will be operational in 
the fall of 1993. 

“Smartlab is a computer- 
managed network that gives 
students access to and control 
of content and applications in 
the areas of robotics, 
computer-aided manufactur- 
ing systems, simulations, word 
processing and computer as- 
sisted publishing,” according 
to promoters of the system. 

Bedell and school board 
trustee Pat Patterson first ex- 
amined the lab in operation in 
California last summer. Sev- 
eral weeks later Art 
McPharlin, assistant to the 
school superintendent, and a 
number of junior high and ele- 
mentary school officials saw 
the same lab in operation. 

William Murphy, director of 
vocational education, said the 
advanced technology program 
will make learning more fun 
for students. 

The hands-on effort will al- 
low students to get involved in 
many projects at one time, 
ranging ft'om desk top publish- 
ing to rocketry, he said. 

McPharlin called the lab 
concept absolutely remark- 
able and stated it would, “offer 
individual intra-learning sta- 
tions allowing classes to work 
in small groups, while using 
cooperative learning tech- 
niques." 

The lab unit frees up a 
teacher to circulate and in- 
struct students individually 
and in small groups, according 
to McPharlin. 
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Financial stability is 
top priority for city

The financial stability of 
Romulus has been proclaimed 
as the top city goal and prior- 
ity, Mayor Beverly McAnally 
declared Tuesday following 
meetings with 22 city depart- 
ment heads. 

McAnally said the group 
met for a full day in November 
and again for several hours the 
night of Feb. 27 to determine 
the top immediate needs of the 
city and its residents. 

To gain the much-needed fi- 
nancial stability, McAnally 
said, “We realize that many el- 
ements need to be addressed 
including housing, schools, 
employment, maintaining and 
diversifying the city’s indus- 
trial and retail base.” 

Increased funding is a ma- 
jor concern of department 
heads, she said, to allow Ro- 


mulus to upgrade many of its 
existing buildings, streets and 
infrastructures. 

Some of the items dis- 
cussed, McAnally said, were 
increased millage rates, a pos- 
sible city income tax to tap the 
many employees who work in 
the city, but don’t live there 
and a community-wide founda- 
tion which could accept gifts of 
cash, goods or services on be- 
half of the city. 

Currently the city charter 
blocks a city income tax and it 
could not go into effect until 
voters approve a referendum 
authorizing such a tax, 
McAnally said. 

Since many people working 
at Metro Airport, General Mo- 
tors and many other large 
plants within the city do not 
live there, McAnally said, such 
a tax could have a major posi- 
tive impact on the financial 
status of the city. 


At the same time, such a tax 
could allow the city to lower 
local real estate taxes for local 
home and business owners. 

The second goal would be to 
improve the quality of housing 
in Romulus, she said. That ef- 
fort would include reducing 
blight, improving the residen- 
tial visual environment, im- 
proved roads and even re- 
examining the city zoning re- 
strictions particularly with 
new airport flight patterns. 

To stimulate the housing ef- 
fort, McAnally said, “We will 
have to sit down with local and 
area realtors and stress hous- 
ing improvements.” 

The remaining four priori- 
ties listed to date are: the im- 
age of the city and public 
relations efforts; citizen 
awareness of what’s happen- 
ing within the city; education

Students will get 
financial tributes

Educators at Romulus Se- 
nior High School are hoping to 
complete a plan soon that 
would give financial rewards 
to students with high academic 
grades or perfect attendance 
records. 

Gail Coleman, a Romulus 
high school teacher, informed 
members of the school board 
last week that efforts are 
nearly complete on setting up 
a privilege card program that 
would permit high school stu- 
dents to gain discounts on 
store items or free food and 
drinks or possibly even two- 
for-one video use on week- 
ends. 

“We are patterning our pro 
gram on a similar successful 
effort at Willow Run High 
School,” Coleman said. “The 
effort there has had a dramatic 
impact on raising academic 
and behavioral efforts and we 
are hoping it can do the same 
here.” 

In a prepared statement for 
the school board, Coleman de- 
clared, “We have always re- 
warded our accomplished 
athletes, now it is time to re- 
ward kids for their academic 
accomplishments as well.” 

She continued. “Businesses 
reward employees who reach 
goals, why can’t we do the 
same in education? In busi 
ness, if the rewards are mean 
ingless, good people are lost. 

“Schools have to make re 
wards meaningful, too.” Cole- 
man said. “The comprehensive 


program we have in mind 
would give many students an 
opportunity to succeed, to be 
recognized and to receive an 
award.” 

The two main goals of the 
program are to establish 
reachable goals for students 
and to provide visible and 
valuable rewards for achieve- 
ment that appeal to students. 

Each set of privilege cards 
would offer a different scope 
of rewards for achievements 
such as a gold card for stu- 
dents with all A’s (4.0 average), 
a silver card for students with 
all A’s and B’s (3.0 to 3.9 aver- 
age), a white card for all B’s 
and C’s (2.0 to 2.9 average) and 
a maroon card for perfect at- 
tendance. 

Coleman said the effort 
would also aid area businesses 
as the cards would help stu- 
dents and parents become 
more familiar with cooperat- 
ing businesses, encourage 
them to frequent the busi- 
nesses more often and im- 
prove public relations with the 
community. 

The cards would be issued 
at the end of each report card 
period in November, January* 
March and June and would be 
effective until the day after the 
next marking period begins. 

Coleman said it is hoped 
that the program could be im 
plemented during this school 
year. Area businesses are still 
being contacted by high school 
representatives on the types of 
discounts or free offerings that 
would be available to local stu- 
dents. 


Veterans hospitals should 
be reserved first and foremost 
for American veterans, Ro- 
mulus Councilman Russell 
Lambert told his fellow coun- 
cil members. 

Lambert asked his fellow 
council members and Ro- 
mulus citizens as a whole to 
support an effort by Sen. Rich- 
ard Shelby (D-Ala.) to halt the 
Department of Veterans Af- 
fairs Rural Health Initiative 
under which non-veterans can 
receive care at veterans hospi- 
tals at two sites in Alabama 
and Virginia. 

The Rural Health Care Ini- 
tiative is a joint project initi- 
ated by Health and Human 
Services Secretary Louis Sul- 
livan and DVA Secretary Ed- 
ward Derwinski that permits 
non-veterans to use veterans 
hospitals for treatment. 

“No one is more painfully 
aware than I of the current 
crisis in rural health care.”

Shelby said, “But such health 
care should not be provided at 
the expense of our nation’s vet- 
erans,” he declared. 

Shelby then introduced leg- 
islation that would end the pi- 
lot program immediately, 
calling it a “policy that is nei- 


ther reasonable nor rights nei- 
ther rational nor justified. 

Lambert complained that 
this action is just one more in- 
cident where American vet- 
erans are “coming in second” 
on priority lists. He feels that 
as the national population 
ages and needs are pressed for 
additional senior citizen care- 
veterans will continue to be 
shortchanged more and more. \ 

Fellow Councilman Jimmie 
Raspberry echoed Lambert’s 
cry stating, “Veterans have 
made tremendous sacrifices 
for our nation and many have 
ended up crippled or maimed 
for life.” 

Raspberry said this is an- 
other case where we need to 
remind governmental leaders 
of their role as our representa 
tives. We need to take control 
back from big government.” 

The Romulus City Council 
members then approved a res- 
olution in support of Shelby’s 
effort to keep veterans hospi- 
tals entirely for veterans 
health services.

College classrooms checked

In response to concerns re- 
garding the safety of students 
involved in a proposed plan to 
utilize 10 Wayne County Com- 
munity College classrooms 
during construction at the ju- 
nior high school, Romulus 
school officials traveled the 
route students would use last 
week. 

The distance from the ju- 
nior high school to the Western 
Campus of WCCC, was clocked 
at 2.7 miles and took a little 
more than six minutes travel- 
ing at below-average speeds. 

Thomas Hoss, WCCC West- 
ern Campus business manager, 
affirmed that students would 
be bused up to the door of the 
classroom building and would 
climb one flight of stairs to 
classrooms above the college 
vo- tech area. 

Restrooms would be in an 
area immediately adjoining 
the classroom areas, Hoss said. 

Both WCCC and Romulus 
junior high school would share 
in the security needs for the 
students during the class pe 
riod times, according to dis- 


trict officials. 

A Romulus school adminis- 
trator, counselor and instruc- 
tors would also be on site at 
WCCC each day. 

Students would be bused 
there shortly before school be- 
gins each class day and then 
would be returned to the ju- 
nior high school in time for 
lunch. 

A second group of students 
would be bused early in the 
afternoon and would be re- 
turned to the junior high 
school before closing each day. 

Classes that require no lab 
work, such as English, mathe- 
matics and social studies, 
would be at WCCC with about 
320 students working in 10 sep 
arate classrooms in both the 
morning and afternoon ses- 
sions. All other classes and 
lunch periods would continue 
each day at the junior high 
school. 

While the program to lease 
classrooms at the college 
campus has already been ap 
proved by members of the Ro- 
mulus school board, it still 
needs to be approved by the 
WCCC Board of Trustees to be 
operational. 


The reason for the $16,000 
leasing effort, Superintendent 
os Schools Dr. William Bedell 
explained, is to reduce the 
construction time during the 
current renovation of the ju- 
nior high school. 

A second reason, Bedell 
said, is to give the junior high 
students a feel of campus life 
and thereby encourage them 
to consider advanced educa- 
tion following high school 
graduation. 

The school renovation pro- 
gram, which calls for the gut- 
ting of the current school and 
upgrading it to a year 2000 
level, began in February and 
will be completed next year. 

According to an earlier 
memorandum from Kenneth J. 
LaSalle, vice president of ad- 
ministration and finance at the 
college, the classrooms will be 
available for approximately 
180 days from September 1992 
to June 1993. 

Romulus schools must pro- 
vide WCCC with a valid certifi- 
cate of insurance covering any 
injuries to students, staff or 
visitors to the WCCC campus 
area as part of the agreement, 
Bedell explained.

4 charged with 
$400,000 theft

As a result of a Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation probe 
this week, FBI officials ar- 
rested and charged four sus- 
pects who allegedly stole more 
than $400,000 worth of new 
Bronco truck engines and tires 
from the assembly line at the 
Ford Wayne Assembly Plant. 

On Feb. 24 four male sus- 
pects, including a Ford Motor 
Co. plant security guard and a 
plant loading dock worker, 
were arraigned in Federal 
Court. 

FBI officials received infor- 
mation concerning a possible 
theft of property at the assem- 
bly plant, according to John 
Anthony, supervisory special 
agent for the FBI. 

“We instituted a surveil- 
lance last Monday,” Anthony 
said. “We observed two trac- 
tors and trailers leaving the 
plant. We observed the sus- 
pects make a rest stop in Be- 
lleville between Belleville 
Road and Rawsonville near 
1-94.” 

The arrest occurred about 5 
a.m. Feb. 24 when the security 
guard and loading dock 
worker allegedly tried to sell 
two semi trailers loaded with 
the engines and tires to an FBI

agent, according to Anthony. 

FBI officials questioned 
eight suspects. They confis- 
cated about 60 Bronco truck 
engines and 1,000 tires. 

Only four of the suspects 
were charged, according to 
Anthony. 

“We didn’t have sufficient 
enough evidence to charge the 
other four suspects so they 
were released,” Anthony said. 
“Of the four who were charged, 
two were employees of the As- 
sembly Plant with one being a 
guard, the other two suspects 
were not employees.” 

A $15,000 bond was set for 
each of the suspects. Anthony 
said charges probably will in- 
clude theft of interstate ship- 
ping transport which is a 
felony punishable by up to 25 
years in prison.

Relocation is boon 
to local business

Dennis LeMaitre is looking 
to both the future and the past 
for his success, and as he 
marks the anniversary’ of his 
first year in his new location, 
he must be on the right track. 

LeMaitre owns and oper- 
ates U.S. Print at 6570 N. 
Wayne Road in Westland and 
will celebrate the first anni 
versary in his new location this 
week. 

‘‘The move tripled our 
square footage,” said 
LeMaitre. The increased ca- 
pacity made the print shop 
more efficient and as a result, 
sales have increased by 18 per- 
cent. “Even in a recession 
we’re still growing,” LeMaitre 
said. 

U.S. Print was located next 
door to the present shop for 
five years before the move. 
The bigger shop allowed for a 
larger lobby area, and allows 
more work room for em- 
ployees. 

LeMaitre said to maximize 
his earning potential, he con- 
stantly looks for ways to in- 
crease capacity. “The only way 
to increase profits is to in- 
crease capacity,” he said. 
Right now, U.S. Print is operat- 
ing at about 80 percent capac- 
ity. He said keeping capacity 
above his actual output gives 
the company room to expand. 

LeMaitre plans to expand 
business even more in the next 
year, by offering franchises 
and limited partnerships. He 
said although the Detroit area 
is saturated with printers, the 
industry is becoming more 
highly specialized, and that 
will change the nature of the 
competition in this area. 

“Our industry is on the crest 
of a new generation with new 
technology that will change 
our industry,” LeMaitre said. 
“Printers who take advantage 
of this new technology will 
come out ahead.” 

The new technology will in- 
volve communications systems 
linking copiers and printers 
across the country. If, for ex- 
ample, a customer needs a 
copy of a report delivered to 
Chicago, and there is only an

hour to do it. With this new 
technology, a copy of the re- 
port could be sent by fax to 
U.S. Print where it will be 
typeset, and then sent to a 
printer in Chicago who will 
print it and send it to the recei- 
pient via courier. LeMaitre 
said that cross-country print- 
ing could be done in minutes 
using these systems. 

“Guys who are in the finan- 
cial position to (purchase this 
system) will survive,” LeMaitre 
said. 

The cost of this system starts 
between $40,000 and $60,000 
and goes up. “It’s the old ad- 
age/you have to spend money 
to make money,’” LeMaitre 
said. 

According to LeMaitre, his 
business consists primarily of 
commercial accounts. He con- 
siders U.S. Print an in-house 
print shop for large corpora- 
tions. He maintains all printed 
documents in a file, so all a 
company representative needs 
to do is call when something is 
needed. He said, “They don’t 
have to go to the cost of keep- 
ing an in-house print shop.” 

As with any other business, 
customer loyalty is the key to 
LeMaitre’s success. Many of 
his customers have been with 
U.S. Print since the day it 
opened, and they know they 
can count on LeMaitre if they 
need anything. He remem- 
bered a customer who called 
early one morning because he 
was going on a business trip 
later that day and ran out of 
business cards. Ordinarily, an 
order like that would take a 
few days, but LeMaiter went 
out of his way to make sure the 
cards were done by 4 p.m. so 
the customer could catch his 
plane. “We can’t just tell them, 
‘Sorry, I can't help you today,”’ 
LeMaitre said. “That’s what 
makes us successful.”

The chief of the Oakwood 
Hospital Department of 
Radiology recently contested 
the findings of a 1991 Michigan 
Department of Public Health 
study which questioned the 
image quality of one machine. 

A letter, drafted by the DPH, 
questioned a machine at the 
Oakwood Breast Care Center, 
845 Monroe Street in Dear- 
born. Dr. Robert Songe, chief 
of radiology at Oakwood Hos- 
pital, defended the equipment 
at the center. 

“In August 1991, the Ameri- 
can College of Radiology and 
the DPH both certified our 
equipment as meeting proper 
standards,” Songe said. “The 
certificates attesting to that 
fact arp displayed on the walls 
of the facility.” 

Songe said Oakwood offi- 
cials believe the state evalua- 
tion is in error. 

“We have three indepen- 
dent evaluations which all in- 
dicate satisfactory image 
quality,” Songe said. “The 
American College of Radiol- 
ogy evaluated the images one 
week prior to the Michigan 
DPH’s study and certified that 
the images were satisfactory.” 

Oakwood performs testing 
above and beyond that re- 
quired by law, according to 
Songe. 

“The image quality is 
checked daily by x-raying a 
phantom,” Songe said. “This is 
the same type of phantom used 
by the American College of Ra 
diology, and probably also by 
the Michigan DPH. 

“On the day the DPH evalu 
ated our images, our own study 
which we retain, indicated sat- 
isfactory images as defined by 
the DPH’s ‘A’ or B’ rating.” 

An evaluation by a consul 
tant physicist, who indepen- 
dently measures image 
quality, rated the equipment 
as satisfactory, according the 
above-mentioned standards, 
Songe said. 

“We will be communicating 
our findings to the DPH and 
welcome their re-evaluation of 


our equipment,” Songe said. 
“We believe that they are in 
error and, regret the concern 
this may have caused our pa- 
tients and physicians.”
